How have feeds and rushes and sedges 
found their way to ground long since cul-

A shell-hole can 
starcely itself breed suitable plants, nor can 
séed or root have la#ff dormant waiting for 
this hour. Shell-holes far removed from old 
ditches: are thickly covered with the ‘water 
ranunculus or water buttercup, which can 
only live in. water, is multiplied largely by 
water-fed Stems and roots, and ‘has a heavy 
seed not easily transportable.

A.further Allustration of variety in

Spacing explosions in the cylinders 
as évidenced by the two-cycle motor 
which explodes one charge per cyl- 
inder. for each revolution of the crank 
shaft, and the four-cycle motor which 
explodes one, charge per cylinder 
every second revolution of the crank 
shaft. In theory at least, the two- 
cycle motar should develop twice the 
power of a four-cycle motor of the 
same size, and it has the additional 
advantage. of entirely eliminating 
valve mechanism. However, the ure 
of the two-cycle motor has been rap- 
idly decreasing for all kinds of ser- 
vice, This is probably due to inher- 
ent defects of this type in satisfactory 
operations at variable speeds and. 
its rather poor fuel economy. The 
attention of engineers now appears 
to be centered almost entirely upon 
the four-cycle type. 


A further illustration of variety -in 
design occurs..in the different prin- 
ciples used’ for introducing the ex- 
plosive charge and releasing the ex- 
haust gases of four-cycle«motors as 
shown in the sleeve valve, the rotary 
valve and the poppet valve types of 
motors, The sleeve valve has been 
used for many ‘years; but its use is 
far from universal. This is probably 
duc. ‘to its complication, increased 
weight of reciprocating parts (which 
“increase the vibration of the motor), 
and the tendency of;the: sleeves to 
stick when the motor is operated un« 
der full load. It would seem that the 
rotary valve might be free from some 
of the defects of the sleeve valve but 
up to the present tendency of design 
seems away from; rather than toward 
it, 4 . 

The poppet vaive is the oldest: type 
and also the. typé most universally 
used. The principal defect of this 
type was the noise produced; by the 
mechanism, but the noise’ has now 
been practically eliminated.in the 
better designed motors, and present 
indications point to its continued ‘use 
by ‘the majority of: manufactuters. 

Other varieties of design are illus- 
trated in the location of the motor 
valves. Some manufacturers place 
them in the top of the combustion 
chamber, .others at either or both 
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sides. The majority of manufactur- 
ers seem to prefer the side location, 
probably because valves are more ac- 
cessible at the side, the mechanism 
for actuating them is less complicat- 
ed, and noise made by them is likely 
to be legs. 

“There is also the variation of the 
motors using one intake and one ex- 
haust valve. per cylinder and the mo- 
-tors using two intake ‘and two ex- 
haust valves per cylinder, This 
| variation is probably the direct résult 
of the size of the cylinder because 
the diameter of the valve must bear 
a definite relation to the diameter of 
the cylifidér to obtain the best results 
from the motar. . Large cylinders re- 
quire large valves; but unfortunately, 
the heat of tite exploding gases, thus 
large yalves are likely to warp from 
resulting in Jeaks at the valve seat 
which impair the efficiency of the 
motor. By using double valves of a 
smaller, diameter, the defect of -warp~ 
Ing is. overcome. Of course, this. com- 
PHeation is unnecessary,-in motors 
having small cylinders where the cor- 
rect diameter of valve may be used 
without danger of warping. ‘e

The naval orders have been given 
under the 6]d naval construction pro- 
gramme, for which the sanction of 
the Diet was obtained long ago. If the 
new naval programme is approved by 
the Diet in the next. session, as is ex- 
pected, the, authorities wilt give a 
number. of orders’,to all the leading 
shipbullders. This. will mean a_ con- 


siderable relief in view of the present 


scarcity of,orders for the construction 
of merchantmen, and this in spite of 
the fact that it is less profitable for 


them to build warships than merchant | 


vessels. ; 

In the supplementary budget to ‘be 
intreduced in,.the .extraordinary ses- 
‘gion of. the, Diet,. the naval expendi;
